Europe. 

Pahis, Dec. 2— A small body of French 
cavalry still occupy Eome, probably per- 
manenlly. All other French troops have 
vacated Papal territory. The Pope has taken 
measuiea to strengthen the Papal army. 
Swiizarland has accepted tbe general con- 
ference. 

I ONDON, Deo. 2— Tbe Times has on edi- 
torial on the Italian question which is con- 
sidered important, as retlectiug the policy of 
the British Government and the tone of pub- 
lic opinion. It takes strong argument 
against tho continuiinea of the temporal 
power ol tho Pope, and expresses tbe boliet 
that the ocnfereneo called by Napoleon will 
never meet. It concludes by expressing an 
opinion that Ihe Pope and Italy must gel rid 
of mutual distrnst, and come to an agreement 
withont the assistance of European powers.

New YoHK, Dec. 3— The Tribune says a 
treaty is about to bo signed, merging tbe 
Adams, Merchants, Union, Amerioan and 
United States Exp ess Companies into a Cor- 
poration, with $3.^,000,000 oapllal. 

Washington, Dao« 4 — A concurrent re- 
solution was ordered printed by the Senate,

We, therefor, say WilsOn and Wood- 
bridge, declare that tho testimony does 
not disclose such high crimes as within 
the moaning of tho Coiislitiition require 
tho interposition of tho coiistitutional 
power of this Houso, and wo therefore 
recommeod a resolution discharging tho 
Committee from farther coasideration of 
tho subject of impeachment. 

Marshall and Eldridgo, Democrats, 
also snbiuitted a report, declaring tho 
President's offences to ho his iiuibility to 
follow tho radical party in their mad as- 
saults upon and departure from constitu- 
tioual govornmeDt.

The Alabama Oiaiiusi 



Tho corrc.=ponclonco re.'ipecting British 
niid American claims, arising out of tho 
late civil war in tho United States, has 
just been issued. It commences with a 
(iL'spiiich from Mr. Seward, dated August 
•ll , l86G, ill which an opinion is expressed 
iluit a stiilalile tinio Imd arrived forgiving 
just attention to the claims of the United 
States on tho Britiah government for 
damages suffered by citizens of the United 
States during llio period of the late civil 
war, by means of depredations upon tho 
commorcial murine of that country " com- 
mitted on the high seas by the Sumter, 
Alabama, Florida, Sbcuandoah and other 
ships of war, which were bnilt, manned, 
armed, equipped, and fitted out in British 
ports, and despatched therefrom by or 
through the agency of British subjects, 
and which wore harbored, sheltered, pro- 
vided, and furnished as occasion required, 
during their devastating career, in porta 
of tlio realm, or in ports of British colon" 
ies ill nearly all parts of tho globe." A 
despatch of Lord Stanley, in reply, dated 
Noveaber 30. 18C6, notices expressions 
and statements in the despatch which 
Ilei' ]\liijesty's government consider "un- 
supported by evidence, and which, in 
justice, to their predecessors in power, and 
to 'the honor of the country, they cannot 
allow to pas? unexamined.'' Among other 
thiiiga, it is pointed out that the Sumter 
was not built in I^iighind, and that it was 
an American sliip wliicli had escaped from 
the Mississippi during the bloekndo. 
That the Alub.iina and tho Shenandoah 
when they escaped from an English port 
ivero unarmed and unequipped, and re- 
ceived their armaments at the Azores, a 
possession of the crown of Portugal. The 
Oroto also left England unarmed, wns 
seized by the English authorities, and 
proceed iiigs taken against ber iu tbe Ad- 
miralty Court at Nassau, which failed for 
want of proof, and that sho was oven- 
tiiiilly equi|)|)od as a Confederate cruiser 
in tlu; port of Mobile. The Georgia also 
escaped inquiry, ami received lier arma- 
inent off the French coast. Lord Stanley 
contends that the treatment of these ves- 
sels on their arrival in British or colonial 
|iO ts was only the ]e„'itimaie cousequenco 
(if the slate of civil war in America ; and 
which was recognised by the Queen's pro- 
cliiniatioii of iieulrahly. The British 
Government, ho says, were ready, anxious, 
and determioed throngboat the whole 
course of the civil war to exert nil the 
)owor conferred on the Qucitn by the law 
of tlu! land to pr.'Vi'iii J]i-itish subjects 
fioiii tiiUitig part in tlnl contest ; but the 
law I'oiild not be pu' in force iiiiless on 
the production of evidence, lirst, that the 
law was violated ; secondly, that its vio 
lation was the act of Ihe persona charged 
with that olleiie;. Lord Stanley con- 
cludes by saying : — " It is impossible for 
Ili-r .M ijes'y'M present advisers to abitn- 
doM the ground which has been taken by 
former governments, 80 far as to admit 
the liability of this country for the claims 
then and now put forward. They do not 
tiii-rik that such li^ibility has been estab- 
lished according to inleriiiilional law and 
iiSiigc ; and though sincerely and carnostly 
desiring a good uiitlerstanding with the 
United Slates, they cannot consent to 
purchase even the advantage of that good 
understanding by concessions which 
would at once involve a censure on their 
|)reil(icessoi-3 in power, and bo an acknow- 
ledgment, iu their view uncalled for and 
unfounded, of wrong doing on tho part of 
tho British executive and legislature. 
But, on the other hand, they are fully 
alive to the iiicoiiveiiienco which iirisrs 
from the existence of iiiisotlled elaiius of 
this i;haraeler bulweeii two powerful and 
friendly govenimeiils. Thoy would be 
glad to setilo this question if they can do / 
bo consistently with justice and national 
self-respeel j and with llii.s view they will 
not be disincllnod to adopt the principle 
of arbitration, provideil that a fitting ar- 
bitrator can be found, and that an agreo- 
ment can he coiuo to as to the points to 
which arbitration shalL^j-. 'After Bomo 
further corrospondonco Mr, Seward saya 
that thq United Slates govemracnt have 
''not recognised tho Irish republic as a 
belligerent, and has distirined its forces" 
when found within tho territories of tho 
United Stales. Ho thiaUs that it woald 



bo "not only easy but more desirable that 
Groat Britain should acknowledge and 
satisfy the claims for indemnity which wo 
havo submitted, than it would be to find 
an equal and wise arbitrator who would 
consent to adjudicate thorn. If, however, 
Her Majesty's governmeDt, for . reasons 
satisfactory to them, should prefer 'the 
remedy of arbitration, the United States 
would not object. Tho United States, in 
that case, would expect to refer tho whole 
controversy juBt 88 it is found in the cor- 
respondenoo whicfi has taken place bu- 
tweon tho two governments, with such 
such further evidence and argumenis as 
either party may desire, without imposing 
restrictions, conditions, or limitations 
upon the umpire, and without waiving 
any principle or argument ou either side. 
If Her Majesty's government shall concur 
in these views, the President will bo 
ready to treat concerning tho choice of an 
umpire." Lord Stanley, in reply, ex- 
plains that Her Majesty's government are 
prepared to go to urhitraiioo iu regard to 
the Alabama and suish like claims, on the 
condition that simultaneously with the 
reference of those claims to arbitration, 
an agreement is entered imo between the 
two governments for the adjudication of 
general claims by a mixed commission." 

Here, for the present, tho correspon- 
denco terminates. The last despatch by 
Lord Stanley was written ou the 24ih 
May, 1807.
